BENJAMIN M. WEIL IN JAIL. 


Wife Charges Abandonment—Well 
Dressed, but Says He Has No Money 


Benjamin M. Weil of 224 Riverside 
Drive, until recently a dealer in auto- 
mobiles at Broadway, near Sixty-second 
Street, was locked up in the Queens 
County Jail at Long Island City last 
night, following his arraignment in the 
Far Rockaway Police Court on his 
wife’s charge of abandonment. Mr. 
Weil is the son of Moritz Weil of M. & 
A. Weil, dealers in real estate and in- 
surance, at 110 West Thirty-fourth 
Street. At the County Jail it was sald 
that he was the most smartly dressed 
prisoner taken there in years. 

When Mrs. Weil appeared in the Far 
Rockaway Police Court against her 
husband, she was represented by former 
Municipal Court Justice Herman Joseph. 
On the witness stand she told Magistrate 
Fitch that she had been separated from 
her husband since August, 1912, and that 
during their separation he had given 
her less than $100 with which to s5up- 
port herself and their two children, a 
boy of 18 years and girl 16. 

According to Mrs. Weil, she and her 
husband maintained a Summer home 
last Summer at Edgemere, L. I., while 
|they made their city home at 142 West 
Seventy-second Street. At that time 
she testified that her husband often 
stayed away from home at nights, until 
she finally went to his office and com- 
plained to him of his habits. According 
to Mrs. Weil, her husband told her then 
that she might send him his trunk and 
end her concern about his absence. 
Mrs. Weil told Magistrate Fitch it was 


her belief that her husband had an in- 
come of $12,000 or $15,000 a year. 
When questioned by the Magistrate 
Weil said that he had no money at all. 
Magistrate Fitch ordered him to pay 
his wife $30 a week, and Weil retorted 
that he might as well make it $200 a 
week, because he wouldn’t pay any-

ALBANY, July 8—Justice Daniel F. 
Cohalan of tae Supreme Court appeared 
to-day before the joint Judiciary Com- 
mittees of the Senate and Assembly in 
proceedings looking to his removal from 
the high office he now occupies. 

The proceedings opened with John A. 
Connolly, the New York contractor, who 
is chief accuser, in the witness chair. 
When Mr. Connolly took the stand, his 
story was already a twice-told tale. It 
had been recited at length in news- 
paper articles published from day to 
day, and had been repeated at almost 
equal length when the Grievance Com- 
mittee of the New York City Bar Asso- 
ciation, which made a preliminary in- 
vestigation of the Connolly chargos, 
made its findings public. For all that 
the Senate Chamber, in which the hear- 
ing took place, was crowded with spec- 
tators, some of whom had. come from 
afar to stare at the accuser and the ac-

SAN FRANCISCO, July 8.—The Fed- 
eral Grand Jury, which indicted Diggs 
and Caminetti in the white slave cases 
as well as the Western Fuel Company 
officials, caused a stir in the District 
Court to-day when it presented its re- 
port criticising Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds for his postponement of the 
cases and commenting severely on Presi- 
dent Wilson’s course in the matter. 

Judge Van Fleet promptly rejected the 
document, saying: 

“IT cannot permit this report to go in. 
You had no question before you as to 


the rights or wrongs of the controversy 
over the resignation of McNab. It is, 
therefore, improper for you to make 
comments which could be construed as 
reflecting upon either the President or 
the Attorney General.”

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DIPLOMATIC POSTS 
RANKED AS SPOILS 


Signs That Wilson Administra- 
tion Has Discarded Merit 
System for Ministers. 








DUE TO CLAMOR FOR OFFICE 





Trained Diplomats Displaced for 
Political Adherents ~—Lewis Ein-« 
stein’s a Typical Case.

WASHINGTON, July 8—The efforts 
made in recent years to build up an 
American diplomatic service in which 
merit and special training instead of 
political influence should be considered 
as the determining factors in bestowing 
preference will not be continued by the 
Wilson Administration, according to the 
understanding of those who have mado 
inquiry into the Administration’s policy 
in this regard. As evidence of the 
abandonment of the plan to estab- 
lish a trained diplomatic body at- 
tention was called to-day to the 
fact that nearly every Minister at a 
foreign capital who will. be displaced by 
one of those so far nominated by Presi- 
dent Wilson is a veteran in diplomatic 
experience and has won his way through 
the service to the position from which 
he is to be displaced. 

No public statement of the Adminis- 
tration’s attitude has been forthcoming 
from the White House or the State 
Department. An announcement was 
made recently by Secretary Bryan, on 
the President’s authorization, that Mr. 
Wilson was entirely in sympathy with 
the, purpose of President Roosevelt’s 
ordér of June 27, 1906, providing that 
appointments to the Consular service 
should be made upon examination and 
that promotions should be made upon 
merit. 

Efforts to obtaim some expression of 
the Administration's policy with respect 


to applying civil service principles to the 
diplomatic branch have been met by 
those in authority with the statement 
that the matter was under considera- 
tion. Since attention has been called 
to the fact, however, that the President 
had made appointments of Ministers to 
places occupied by men who had taken 
up diplomacy as a life work and had 
been promoted for merit, the explana- 
tion has been given that it never was 
intended to apply civil service brin- 
ciples to diplomatic offices. 

The indications are that the Admin- 

istration intends to make what will 
amount to almost a clean sweep of the 
higher grades of the diplomatic ser- 
vice. One notable exception is Dr. Mau- 
rice Francis Egan, the Minister to Den- 
mark, a Republican, appointed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to whom the post of 
Ambassador to Austria was offered by 
President Wilson and declined. It is 
not likely, however, that any other ap- 
pointees of a Republican Administra- 
ace will be treated with such considera- 
tion. 
This attitude of President Wilson and 
Secretary Bryan is attributed to the 
tremendous demand for office by Demo- 
crats who were instrumental in the 
election of Mr. Wilson, or who support- 
ed Col. Bryan in his three campaigns 
for the Presidency. If the clean- 
sweep programme should be carried out, 
as now seems likely, it will mark an 
abandonment of a policy instituted by 
John Hay when he was Secretary of 
State under McKinley. Elihu oot, 
when Secretary of State, emphasized 
the Hay policy to such an extent that 
it became a regular thing for the Ad- 
ministration to seek out men who had 
served in a satisfactory way in the 
diplomatic service and promote them. 
A system of examinations for enterin 
the diplomatic service was ordered, an 
some.of the men whose places have been 
filled with new appointees of no diplo- 
matic experience began their careers in 
diplomacy through that means. 

One of these is Lewis Einstein of New 
York City. His successor as Minister to 
Costa Rica has been appointed. Mr. 
Einstein was graduated from Columbia 
University in 1898, was appointed Third 
Secretary of Embassy at Paris in 1905, 
after passing an examination to test 
his knowledge of languages and foreign 
affairs, and was transferred to be Third 
Secretary of Embassy at London _ in 
1905. Mr. Einstein was Secretary of the 
United States Commission at the Mo- 
roccan Conference in 1905. He was ap- 
pointed Second Secretary of Legation at 
Constantinople in 1906 and served 
there until December, 1909, when_he be- 
came Secretary of Legation at Peking. 
He was appointed Minister to Costa 
Rica in July, 1911. 

The insistent demand for office was 
voiced by Senator Johnston of Alabama 
in a speech in the Senate, in which he 
said that posts in the foreign service 
were filled by a pitifully small number 
of Democrats, in spite of the profes- 
sions of Republican Administrations that 
the competitive examination and merit 
system governed such appointments. He 
contended that more than 200 Consuls 
then in the service had been appointed 
without examination. 

There are now pending before the Sen- 
ate for confirmation the nominations of 
Ministers to Norway and Peru. In addi- 
tion, since the Wilson Administration 
came into power, new Ministers have 
been sent to Bolivia, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba. The Netherlands, Nicara- 
gua, and Switzerland. F

| pendicitis—-Doctor Says 
| He Is Doing Well.

PARIS, July 8—William F. . Me- 
|Combs, Chairman of the Democratic 
| National Committee, who is regarded 
;as the probable new Ambassador to 


France, was operated upon for ap- | 


| pendicitis this morning in a private 
| hospital in the Avenue Victor Hugo. 

| The operation was quite successful. 
|It was performed by Dr. Du Bouche, 
who states that the patient is doing 
well and that he does not fear any 
unfavorable consequences. 

Mr. McCombs, who has. been 
troubled with appendicitis for some 
time past, came to Paris chiefly in 
the hope that a long rest would eli- 
minate the necessity for an operation. 
Failing this he purposed to undergo 
an operation here. Until a few days 
;ago he was uncertain whether or not 
| he would decide to be operated upon. 
| No one but his most intimate 
|friends knew anything of his illness. 
|Mr. McCombs looked well and was 
| often seen driving in the Bois in the 
|afternoon. The operation ras decid- 
|ed upon last Thursday. That evening 
| Mr. McCombs gave a dinner party at 
the Ritz, at which Pérry Belmont, 
; Martin W. Littleton, Justice Gerard, 
| Archbald White, and other friends 
were present. The following morning 
he entered the hospital. 

Many Americans, including Am- 
bassador Herrick and Mr. Belmont, 
called at the hospital this afternoon, 
and all received assurances that Mr. 
McCombs was doing well. 





Mr. McCombs became seriously ill last 
August while he was in tne midst of his 
heaviest work as Chairman of the Dem- 


| ocratic National Committee and of the 
National Campaign Committee. Although 
he had been one of the strongest sup- 
porters of Gov. Wilson and was cred- 
jited by many with having started the 
Wilson boom, he was compelled to give 
up his active part in tne campaign and 
go to the Adirondacks for his health. 

At that time his physicians stated that 
Mr. McCombs was suffering from nerv- 
ous indigestion, William A. McAdoo, 
now Secretary of the Treasury, took 
the place of Mr. McCombs in directing 
the campaign. Mr. McCombs improved 
sufficiently to be able to return to his 
work before the election, but he has 
not enjoyed good ‘nealth since last Sum- 
mér. This Spring Mr. McCombs decided 
to go abroad for his health. 

Mr. McCombs declined the Ambassa- 
| dorship to France when it was first of- 
| fered to him on the ground that he could 
not afford to give up his law practice. 
President Wilson then expressed regret 
that the provision made by this country 
for its Ambassadors was inadequate. 
Since Mr. McCombs’s refusal President 
Wilson has nominated no one else for 
|thne post, and it is said that the Ad- 
ministration hopes to overcome Mr. Mc- 
Combs’s objection and to prevail on him 
to accept the appointment.

Two Dead and Six Missing in Fire 
That Destroyed Independence. 
Special to The New York Times, 
INDEPENDENCE, La, July 8—Two 
persons are known to be dead, six oth- 
ers are unaccounted for and almost cer- 
tainly have perished, and this town ts 
in ashes as a result of a fire here to- 
| day. Nearly all the one thousand in- 
habitants are homeless. Only a few 
| small dwellings remain on the edges of 
what was a flourishing little city. To- 
night accounts of the disaster are being

, child, both white. The town had almost 
no fire fighting apparatus and was dry 
as tinder under the July sun. New Or- 
jleans and half a dozen neighboring 
towns sent apparatus, but almost all 
the outside help came too late. The 
flames originated in the Klotz Hotel, 
and quickly swept away four blocks 
of brick business houses. Then it spread 
to the residential section and ate its 
way through that.

“TI am the one villain in Wall Street,”’ 


| said Mr. Lamar bitterly. ‘“‘ All the rest 
| are actuated by the highest motives and 
| possess the highest ideals.” 

Mr. Lamar swore that he was not the 
| man known in Wall Street as “The 
; Wolf.” He denieg that he ever had 
| been known by the name of Levy. All 
| those incidents, said Mr. Lamas, re- 
{ferred to a man called Alfred Lamar, 


though that was not his real name, who 
had run a string of swindling bucket- 
shops and who was notorious for rob- 
bing women. That man, said Mr. La- 
mar, had long ago “ blown up "—gone 
into bankruptcy ang disappeared.

Went Into Bankruptcy in 1904. 


Alfred M. Lamar, for whom David 
Lamar testified yesterday he had been 
mistaken as ‘‘' The Wolf of Walt Street,” 


; Was one of the most active brokers of 


Consolidated Exchange, when in 
November, 1904, it was announced from 
the rostrum of that exchange that cred- 
itors had filed a petition in bankruptcy 
against him. For twelve years up to 
i895 he had been an employe of D. Ap- 
pleton & Co. Then he had become a 
dealer in pictures. In 1899 he joined 
the Consolidated, and his business there 
appeared to grow by leaps and bounds. 
In the early part of 1905 he applied for 
a discharge from bankruptcy. His lia- 
bilities were put at $743,699 and his 
nominal assets $272,693. 

At the time the petition against Mr. 
Lamar was filed, his attorney expressed 
the fear that he had suffered from his 
ventures in Alaskan gold mines and 
Ohio trolley concerns. 

Back in 1904 gossip had it that Lamar 
had a woman partner named Miss S. J. 
Smith, who had helped him not only in 
his brokerage business but in his horse- 
racing ventures, into which he had 
dipped fairly deep. Lamar’s lawyer as- 
serted that. Miss Smith was merely 
cashier for Lamar, and had no further 
connection with the firm, The National 
Stable, around which Lamar’s racing 
interests had centred, was credited to 
Miss Smith as the property of one who 
by lucky speculation had accumulated 
an independent fortune.

His Impersonation of Congressmen 
Held to be Within Law. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—There is no 
Federal law under which David Lamar 
could be prosecuted for impersonating 
Congressmen over the telephone, accord- 
ing to the view of officials of the De- 
partment of Justice after an examina- 
tion of the statutes. 

It developed to-day that Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds directed an informal 
examinaiion of the case to determine 
whether any existing law covered the 
situation revealed in the testimony of 
Lamar before the Lebby Committee, in 


which he admitted the impersonatidén of 
public men, It was the belief of the 
Government lawyers that the statute 
forbidding the impersonation of Govern- 
ment officers did not reach the case be- 
cause that law embraced only cases 
where intent to defraud could be shown.

Retirement of Kuhns Stops Savings 
Bank Run — Confidence Re- 
stored fin Pittsburgh. 





WASHINGTON, July 8 —Secretary 
McAdoo will ask Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds within a few days to investi- 
gate alleged irregularities in the con- 


ef Pittsburgh, which closed its doors 
yesterday. The-Secretary is now col- 
lecting all the facts connected with the 
management of the big bank, to prepare 
the Attorney General for an inquiry, de- 
signed to show whether there was any 
violation of the law in connection with 


the failure. 

The Secretary's decision to put the 
question of criminal prosecution before 
Mr. McReynolds followed the return to 
Washington of John Skelton Willlams, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
from Pittsburgh, where he superintend- 
ed the closing of the bank. He reported 
that the institution had been “ seriously 
mismanaged,” necessitating a reference 
of the conditions to the Department of 
Justice. 

United States Attorney Jordon at 
Pittsburgh, and a special agent of the 
Department of Justice, will probably 
make the contemplated inquiry. Offi- 
cials are paying particular attention to 
the discrepancy between the sworn re- 
port of the bank to the Controller of 
the Currency on June 4 and the finan- 
cial statement it published in the Pitts- 
burgh newspapers. The report to the 
Controller showed nearly $2,000,000 in 
rediscounts or borrowed money, but 
that item was omitted from the pub- 
lished statement. 

The latest reports to the Treasury De- 
partment indicate that the losses of 
the First-Second bank may reach $5,- 
500,000, as the entire capital and sur- 
plus of the bank now seem to have 
been wiped out. These advices were ac- 
companied by assurances from officers 
of the bank that the depositors. whose 
claims total about $88,000,000, wouid 
probably be paid in full or nearly in full 
through realization on the bank’s as- 
sets. 

Thomas P. Kane, Deputy Controller of 
the Currency, advised Secretary McAdoo 
to-day that the receivership was pro- 
cressing satisfactorily, and reiterated 
that general banking conditions in Pitts- 
burgh were sound. 

Treasury officials continued not only 
confident that there would be no more 
trouble, but emphasized the belief that 
the closing of the First-Second had 
actually improved conditions in Pitts- 
burgh by removing a doubtful element 
from the financial system. 

It came out to-day that the Treas- 
ury Department yesterday offered the 
solvent Pittsburgh banks $5,000,000 of 
Government deposits to meet the emer- 
gency, but the offer was declined be- 
cause the banks were in a position to 
meet the situation. 


CONFIDENCE IN PITTSBURGH. 


Savings Bank Run Ends—Officials 
Silent on Possible Prosecution. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, July 8.--J. S. Kuhn and 
W. S. Kubn, who had been President 
and Vice President, respectively, of the 
Pittsburgh Bank of Savings, resigned 
their places to-day. W. J. Jones, the 
Secretary-Treasurer, who began with 
the bank as a messenger twenty-eight 
years ago, was elected President, while 
L, M. Plummer became Vice President. 

After the election Mr. Jones said: 

“The Kuhns have entirely: withdrawn 
from the bank. As it was, they were 
only the nominal heads of the organiza- 
tion. Our bank has been’ here for 51 
years, and will be here for 100 more.”’ 

The run on the savings bank was re- 
sumed this morning, several hundred 
of the smaller depositors withdrawing 
amounts up to $50 each, or giving notice 
of the withdrawal of larger amounts. 
Toward noon, however, the run had 
nearly spent its course, and the an- 
nouncement of the resignation of the 
Kuhns from all connection with the 
bank had a good effect. The total with- 
drawals yesterday were $57,000, and the 
amount taken out to-day was less. | 

With the exception of the savings 
bank, financial Pittsburgh showed few 
signs to-day of the flurry of yesterday. 
The statement made last night by Sec- 
retary McAdoo that the general condi- 
tion of the banks in Pittsburgh was 
sound was a large factor in lending sta- 
bility to the situation here. xt 

A contemplated meeting of the Clear- 
ing House that was scheduled for this 
afternoon was not held. ‘The reassuring 
condition of all the banks which are 
members of this, association, and_ the 
offers of assistance received from New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louis, aided in 
restoring general confidence. _|

CONTEST CUTS LEGACIES. 


Schmidt’s Estate Can Pay Only 67 
Per Cent. of What Will Gave. 


According to the appraisal of the 
estate filed yesterday the property of 
Oscar Egtrton Schmidt, founder of the 
firm of O. E. Schmidt & Co. of 44 Pine 
Street, who died on April 21, 1911, will 
be sufficient to pay only 67 per cent. 
of the legacies under the will. These 
included $10,000 to the New York Or- 
thopoedic Hospital, of which he was 
President, and $5,000 each to the Sea- 
men’s Church Institute and Grace 
Church. 

The principal assets of the estate, 
Which was reduced by debts and admin- 
istration expenses from $52,007 to $38,- 
155, were bank accounts of $5,624 and an 
equity of $40,000 in 417 acres of land at 
Lioyd’s Neck, Suffolk County, valued-at 
$100,000, In the will, which was made 
in 1904 after the death of his wife, Mr. 
Schmidt gave the estate at Lloyd’s Neck 
to his business associate, Oscar E. Ste- 
vens, but under a codicil dated 1908 this 
legacy was changed and a gift of $25,000 
Was made instead. This land was valued 
in 1904 at $25,000. When the will of Mr. 
Schmidt was filed for probate Oscar 
Ii. Stevens sought to have the codicil 
set aside on the ground that the tes- 
tator did not realize that the property 





had increased in value above $25,000. | 
This contest was unsuccessful, but the 
defense cost’ the estate $6,000, and 


helped materially to reduce the legacies 
for charities from $20,000 to $15,400. 


But Goldman’s Daughters Must 
Marry Men of Jewish Faith. 


In his will which was filed for probate 
yesterday Harry Goldman, a manufac- 
turer of raincoats, who died on June 14, 
settled upon each of his four daughters, 
Rita, Diana, Beatrice, and Jennie, a 
dowry of $10,000 provided they marry men 
of Jewish faith and with their mother’s 
consent. If any of them do not fulfill 
these conditions she is to receive her 
legacy in installments, the last payment 
falling due on her thirty-fifth birthday. 


In addition each of the daughters, in- 
cluding Mrs. Blanche Dembrosky, re- 
ceived $500. In regard to Mrs. Dem- 


brosky, the father said that she had had 
a gift similar to those made to his other 
daughters. 

Gifts to charitable institutions under 
the will consisted of $100 apiece to the 
Mount Sinai Hospital, the Jewish Mua- 
ternity Hospital, Beth Israel Hospital, 
and the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, and 
$50 apiece to the Rabbi Jacob Joseph 
School and the Hebrew Sheltering and 
Immigrant Aid Society. The residuary 
estate, exclusive of the daughters’ dow- 
ries and $10,000 apiece to his sons, 
Simon, Moses, and Mark Leon Goldman, 
is placed in trust to provide a life in- 
come for his wife, Mrs. Sarah Goldman, 
provided she does not remarry. Shoyld| 
she marry ugain she will receive the in- 
come from $15,000 for life. Upon her 
death or remarriage the estate is to be 
divided equally among the eight chil- 
dren.

A BETTER UNDERSTANDING 


Discussion Shows Democrats Almost 
Solidly Behind Government 
Control of Reserve Board.

WASHINGTON, “July 8.—Democratic 
members of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee assert to-night 
thet they have cleared the way for a 
better unaersianding respecting the pro- 
posed Ow2n-Glass bill for a revision of 
the banking and currency laws. But

The climax 
was reached late this afternoon when 
Representative Brown of West Virginia 
shouted across the table to Representa- 
tive Ragsdale of South Carolina:

This tilt immediately preceded the ad- 
journment of the conference, and oc-

Only twenty-five lines of the bill were 
agreed upon to-day—the 
dealing only with the organization” of 
the proposed reserve districts. But the 


discussion took a wide range and snowed | 


that the Democrats would stand solidly 
behind the proposal to give the Gov- 
ernment complete control over the Fed- 
Reserve Board. There was gen- 
eral Opposition to allowing the banks to 
select any of the members. 
ber suggested that the board might be 
enlarged by the addition of the Attor- 


ney General, ex officio, to advise the 
board on legal questions.g But it was 
explained that tne Treasury Depart- 


ment has a Solicitor General- 
such advice. 

The only important change made re- 
lated to the readjustment of the Fed- 
eral reserve districts, or the creation of 
new Federal reserve districts. The 
bili provides that the Federal Reserve 
Board may create new Federal re- 
serve districts on Joint application by 
not less than ten national banks 
situated within one of the proposed 
twelve districts. This was amended to 
provide that the ten banks makin 
such application need not be aitunten 
in the same district. The object was 
to enable a new district to be creatéd 
ee adjoining territory in several dis- 
ricts. 

Another detail discussed involved the 
question whether the Federal Reserve 
Board should divide the United States 
into the twelve Federal reserve districts 
or whether Congress should specifically 
stipulate the boundaries of these: dis-

REDMOND WILL BE PREMIER | 


Home Rule Act Not Likely to Go 
Into Effect Before the British 
General Election of 1915. 


Special Cable to THH NEw YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, Wednesday, July 9.—It 
has been decided to ask the King 
and Queen to open the first Irish 
Parliament in Dublin. 

The Home Rule bill, which passed 
its third reading in the House of 
Commons on Monday, is now in some- 
thing like its final form. In a fore- 
cast of the procedure as regards the 
institution of home rule, The Daily 
News says: 

“On the act becoming operative, it 
fs understood, the King will be ad- 
vised to send for John Redmond, who 
will be asked to form a Government. 
On the final passage of the bill Irish 
Privy Councilorships will be con- 
ferred on Messrs. Redmond and Dil- 
lon and their leading colleagues. In 
due course Mr. Redmond will retire 
from the active leadership of the 
Nationalists in the House of Com- 
Mons and will doubtless be succeeded 
by T. P. O’Connor. 

‘“‘Mr. Redmond’s retention of office 
will depend upon the result of the 
first Irish election. There is little 
doubt that he will obtain a working 
majority, and the first duty of his 
‘Government will be to establish a re- 
sponsible administration in Dublin on 
a firm and durable basis. With the 
final passage of the bill the self-deny- 
ing ordinance, whereby the National- 
ists refuse to take office under the 
Crown or attend State functions, will 
be canceled, the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Court will become for the first time 
representative of Irish society, and 
the question of a royal residence in 
Ireland can be practically considered. 

“It is hoped in Nationalist circles 
that arrangements may be made with 
the Bank of Ireland whereby the old 
Parliament House in College Green 
may be restored to its constitutional 
function. The chamber of the Irish 
House of Lords still remains much as 
it was, and if it were devoted to the 
Irish Senate it would be here that the 
opening ceremony would naturally 
be enacted and the King’s speech 
read. It is the present hope that un- 
der home rule the Duke of Connaught 
may be Lord Lieutenant of Ireland.

ANOTHER MANSION 


Destroy the Lancashire Home 
of Sir W. H. Lever—vVal- 
uable Paintings Lost. 





SYLVIA PANKHURST IN JAIL 


Miss Emerson and a Male Suffra- 
gist Cause Surprise by Paying 
Fines Instead of Going to Prison. 


LONDON, July 8—An “ arson squad” 
of militant suffragettes early this morn- 
ing set fire to and caused the destruc- 
tion of one of the residences of Sir 
William H. Leyer, Bart., the soap man- 
ufacturer, founder of Port Sunlight, and 
Chairman of the Liverpool School of 
Tropical Medicine. Tne mansion, which 
is called ‘‘the Bungalow,” is situated 
at Rivington, near Horwich, Lancashire. 
It was not occupied by the family, but 
contained valuable paintings and other 
precious objects, all of which were con- 
sumed by the flames. 

A message was left by the incendia- 
ries stating that if Sir William Lever had 
been as loyal to the suffragettes as Lan- 
cashire was to the King, who is now 
paying a visit to the industrial centres 
of tne county, the fire would not have 
happened. 

The damage to the house amounted to 


over $100,000. King George has sent a 
message of sympathy to Sir William 
Lever. 


Sylvia Pankhurst wis brought up at 
Bow Street Police Court to-day and 
found guilty of inciting people to com- 
mit disorders on June 29, when she led 
a mob to Downing Street to raid the 
official residences of the Premier and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. She 
was ordered by the Magistrate to find 
sureties in $12,000 to be of good be- 
havior for a vear or, as an alternative, 
to go to prison for three months. Miss 
Pankhurst refused‘to find bonds and 
elected to go to Holloway Jail, declar- 
ing that she would at once start a 
hunger strike and also go without water. 

Archibald Bodkin, prosecuting for the 
Treasury, said the authorities did not 
desire to punish her, but merely to pre- 
vent her from making inflammatory 
speeches. 

Miss Pankhurst, who defended herself, 
harangued the crowd in the courtroom. 
She said: ‘‘ Revolt is the only way left 
to us. I wish what happened had been 
more serious, because it will have to 
come to something more serious. There 
will be rebellion, and the East will 
march toward the West with sticks and 
stones. If you drag me back to prison 
under the infamous ‘ cat and mouse act,’ 
I shall continue to protest as long as life 
lasts. Very probably some of us will 
die, but all say it is worth it.” 

Zelie Emerson of Jackson, Mich.; Mary 
Richardson, and Harry Golden, a male 
sympathizer with the woman suffrage 
movement, who were arrested last even- 
ing while trying to liberate Sylvia Pank- 
hurst from the hands or the police at 
Bromley, were all sentenced: to jail by 


the Police Magistrate to-day. Miss Em- 
erson, who, the police testified, had in- 
cited a mob of 500 obstructionists py 
shouting ‘‘What are you going to do?” 
was sentenced a month’s hard labor 
and Golden received a similar sentence, 
but Miss Richardson, who had assaulted 
the police and broken a window at the 
police station, was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment. The prisoners’ 
only comment was ‘ We shall do just 
as much as we choose.”

MILITANTS NOW FEW. 





Only 21 Under Sentence — There 
Were 204 Fifteen Months Ago. 
Special Cable to THe NEw YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Wednesday, July 9.— 
“Evidence accumulates,” says The 
Daily Mail, ‘‘of the break-up of the 
suffragette organization. The num- 
ber of fanatics of an incendiary and 
dangerous kind is now officially esti- 

mated at fewer than two score. 

“Fifteen months ago 204 suffra- 
gettes were under sentence for mill- 
tant outrages. To-day there are only 
twenty-one, including twelve tempor- 
arily released under the ‘Cat and 
Mouse’ act. A year ago the staff at 
the central offices of the Women’s 
Social and Political Union numbered 
more than 200. Now there are fewer 
than fifty engaged. 

“The police authorities do not be- 
lieve that any extensive suffragette 
‘arsenals’ now exist in London, or 
any widespread plot agafnst public 
safety.” 

‘‘In the House of Commons.”’ writes 
The Daily Mail’s Parliamentary corre- 
spondent, ‘‘even the supporters of 
women’s suffrage believe that the is- 
sue is killed for the lifetime of the 
present Parliament, while its oppo- 
nents think it cannot be raised again 
with any remote hope of success for 
a long period of years.”’ 

Among prominent Liberals through- 
out the kingdom a careful and exten- 
sive inquiry has been conducted as to 
their views, and the returns show a 
majority of two to one against grant- 
ing the vote to women. 

A demonstration organized by the 
National Political League was held 
in London last night to protest 
against the ‘“‘Cat and Mouse” act.

Garner Says Matamoras Man Med- 
died in Mexican Affairs.

In reading the story of the double at- 
tempted suicide, Mr. Elfenbein had been 
impressed by the name Peltrowitz, which | 
is that of his brother-in-law, it was said, 
and as he had known of young Simono- 
vitz having used this name on another 
occasion, he concluded that the boy in 
the Englewood Hospital could be none 
other than his former employe, who had 
left him abruptly three weeks ago. 

The moment that young Simonovitz |} 
was confronted by his former employer 
and realized that exposure was inevit- 
able, he began to shriek and yell, and 


Into a straitjacket. His insane rav- 
ings could be heard all over the butld- 
ing, and he was not quieted down until ! 
Mr. Elfenbein left. 

The news of their son's attempted sui- 
cide was broken by Mr. Elfenbein to 
the father and mother, who had been 
in ignorance of young Simonovitz’s 
whereabouts since he left home three; 
weeks ago, and who did not even know 
that the boy was married. The father 
and mother came to the hospital here at | 
6 o'clock, and wept at the bedside of } 
their dying son, who absolutely ignored 
them, and, according to one of the sur- 
geons, feigned unconsciousness. He said 
afterward that he did not want to see 
his parents. 

_ The father then went into the adjoin- 
ing room where the girl bride, fighting 
gamely against the insidious bichloride | 
of mercury poisoning, was lying. Mr. 
Simonovitz said that he had never seen 
the girl before, and the girl refused to 
believe that the shoemaker was her 
father-in-law. She stoutly maintained 
that her husband’s father was a mill- 


ionaire merchant, ‘“‘ because John had 
told me so.” 

When the straitjacket failed to} 
bring young Simonovitz to his senses, 


he was threatened with being put down, 
in the cellar, and he became docile. In 
response to his pleadings, the hospital | 
authorities allowed his cot to be moved 
into the adjoining room where his bride 
lay. It was said by the doctors that 
the condition of both was unchanged, 
and that it would not be known for sev- 
eral days whether the poison would | 
prove fatal.

bichloride of mercury dissolved in grape | 
juice about 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, the boy had lost his narve and had

The Appellate Division disbarred John

PITTSBURGH’S BANK TROUBLES. 

The failure of the Pittsburgh na- 
tional bank is a local affair, so far as 
the bank is concerned. In particular 
there is little reflection of it here, be- 
cause this city never has taken much 
interest in waterworks and irrigation 
enterprises as investments. They were 
rather new and speculative for the 
conservatism of Wall Street, as a rule, 
and were left rather to those more 
hopeful communities which are accus- 
tomed to rely upon New York for aid 
when their love of profits gets them 
into trouble. The embarrassment of 
the holding company for these enter- 
prises is more far reaching in its pos- 
sibilities, and larger in its proportions. 
There is a single block of $12,000,000 
of these securities in Baltimore, and 
there is no telling where they may not 
be carried in loans. The capital of the 
controlled companies aggregates $73,- 
000,000. The prospectus of its pre- 
ferred stock recently placed is an al- 
luring document. It describes itself 
as having been in operation thirty 
years, as having no bonded debt, and 
no other direct liability beyond current 
accounts certified at $84,419. On a 
balance sheet of $13,187,883 it supplied 
water to 82 towns and electric light 
and power to 110. 

Clearly this is no neighborhood af. 
fair, It has great capacity for growth 
and therein lay a weakness. For the 
capitalization in paper was large, and 
the cash was disproportionate to the 
needs of the growing communities de- 
pendent upon the support of the par- 
ent company. Its growth was a ne- 
cessity of its existence, and it ate up 
money. Earnings were sarge, and the 
prospects were larger, provided con- 
stant supplies of cash were forthcom-. 
ing. Growth proportioned to earnings 
was too limited for the ambition of the 
management, stimulated by years of 
prosperity to which there were no 
bounds in sight. The parent company 
issued no bonds of its own, but acted 
as banker for its subsidiaries. _There- 
fore it was true that it had ‘only the 
limited obligations stated on the first 
page of its prospectus, but on the last 
page it added, plainly but inconspicu- 
ously, that it guaranteed $46,000,000 of 
bonds of its dependent companies. 
There can be only surmise at present 
why a receivership is necessary for 
these companies. But having in view 
the figures of the prospectus, it re- 
quires little insight to discern that en- 
terprises so numerous and diverse, 
and so dependent upon fresh capital, 
might find it hard to finance them- 
selves in times like these without re- 
proach. It is hard to name a State 
where this concern did not have some- 
thing at risk. Waterworks, hydroelec- 
tric undertakings, bituminous coal 
mines, electric light and power and 
others, have so little in common that 
they shed little light on each other. 

There seems to be little hope for the 
shareholders of the Pittsburgh bank. 
Its affairs grow rather darker with in- 
creasing disclosures. It may be other- 
wise with the affiliated institutions. 
Under reserve as to the veracity of the 
accounts there appears to be a trifling 
loss on the guarantees running over 
thirty years. In good times they sup- 
ported each other from the common 
pool, but in bad times the embarrass- 
ment of even a few would entangle all, 
and that perhaps not from lack of 
merit, but from excessive hunger for 
capital at a time when the demand is 
greater than the supply. Wherever 
the truth lies, those who have taken 
this risk cannot now escape responsi- 
bility. They must stand by and see 
the enterprise through, or forfeit their 
advances, for nobody now will assume 
what they lay down.

At any rate the members of their Fi- 
nance Committee have decided that the 
House made a mistake in leaving 
‘books and pamphlets chiefly in lan- 
guages other than English’’ untaxed, 
and have stricken the exemption from 
the new Tariff bill. 

No reason for this action has been dis- 
closed. As the imposition of a duty on 
books from abroad is sure seriously to 
decrease importations that no encourage- 
ment could make large, the resulting in- 
crement to the nation’s revenue will be 
hardly worthy of a real statesman’s at- 
tention. On the other hand, the purpose 
cannot be to protect and foster a domes- 
tic industry, for we do not, and by no 
possibility will we ever, print books in 
any other language than the one which 
we—to the vast amusement of our Brit- 
ish cousins—-call our own. 

But of course, for this as for every- 
thing else they do, the Senators have a 
noble motive. The only one easily 
imaginable is the patriotic desire to save 
us all from the influences of Continental 
literature and Continental science, the 
one for only too good excuse being com- 
monly suspected of a levity or looseness 
out of harmony with Senatorial stand- 
ards of propriety, and the other well 
known to be subversive of hypotheses 
and assumptions the loss of which gives 
great pain to persons, like Senators, of 
conservative habit and established con- 
victions. 

Should the recommendation of the Sen- 
ators be accepted, their virtuous purpose 
would doubtless be attained, at least in 
large part, for an import tax on French

I have read with Interest the views ex- 
pressed in your columns of late as to what 
persons, in addition to those holding railroad 
tickets, should be admitted to the train plat- 
forms of the railroad stations.

I have read recently in THE TIMES a let- 
ter signed by E. H. James of Paris, France, 
headed ‘‘ Stradivari Violins,’’ in reference to 
tlre labels in violins, Stradivarius, Guarnerius, 
Amati, or whatever they may be. 

It would be a sorry state of affairs if the 
owner of any violin depended upon labels, 
and anybody famillar with Cremona violins 
knows that many of these labels are not au- 
thentic. In fact, many violins of these great 
inakers did not contain any labels. A Stra- 
divarius violin should be known immediately 
by the model, tone, varnish, &c., and anybody 
who is considered an expert should have no 
trouble in recognizing the authenticity of any 
of these instruments, especially a Stradiva- 
rius. Yes, I agree with him that there is a 
great difficulty which besets the authenticity 
of *these violins, and such a question should 
always be left to experts who are known to 
know these instruments on sight.

I said, and I firmly believe, that ‘‘ the 
note issue provisions are inflationary | 
and without contractility; that the re- 
serve requirements suggested for the 
national banks are ineffectively framed; | 
that the reserve requirements proposed 
for the reserve banks are dangerously 
inflationary and inelastic; that the pro- 
posed reserve banks are too numerous 
to accomplish their desired objects; that 
the proposed endowment of the Federal 
3oard with other than supervisory 
power is altogether unwise, and, final- 
ly, that the only result of the adoption 
of the bill in this form would be the 
utter obliteration of the one great for- 
ward step made in banking legislation 
during the nineteenth century, namely, 
the establishment of the national bank- 
ing system,” and I stated with consid- 
erable detail the grounds for these opin- 
fons.. Mr. Glass, by way of reply, as- 
serts that my analysis ‘‘ verges upon 
downright mendacity,”’ that it ‘ pro- 
vokes the suspicion that it is not a 
purely disinterested examination of the 
bill,” whatever that may mean, and 
that it contains ‘‘ deliberate misstate- 
ments”’ which are ‘so flagrantly un- 
true as to render them a little short of 
being shameless.”’ “His comments,” 
adds the Congressman, “are not even 
crafty, for his misrepresentations are 
so gross that they may be easily detect- 
ed by any one who takes the pains to 
read the bill.’ 

These are grave charges for a public 
official to make in a public statement, 
but in substantiation of them Mr. Glass 
offers only two unimportant supposed | 
instances, one of which involves a sur- 
prising unfamiliarity on his own part 
with the terms of the bill bearing his} 
name, and the other of which is based 
upon a frank difference of opinion. The 
instance of Mr. Glass’s unfamiliarity 
with the provisions of what is sup- 
posedly his own currency bill is shown 
in the following passage published 
in THE Times: ‘‘Mr. Andrew makes 
the statement that under this new Cur- 
rency bill only 24% per cent. of reserves 
may be deposited with the new Federal! 
reserve banks in the reserve cities, (sic,) 
whereas he is obliged to have known 
that the reserve section of the bill spe- 
cifically requires that at least 5 per cent. 
shall be kept with the Federal reserve 
bank and that an additional 5 per cent. 
lay be kept with the Federal reserve 
bank, 5 per cent. being mandatory and 
5 per cent. being permissible.’’ Curious- 
ly enough, although ‘he seems unaware 
of it, the requirements cited by Chair- 
man Glass refer only to the country 
banks and not to the banks in the re- 
serve cities. The point is not one of 
vital importance, but my statement in 
regard to it was absolutely and literal- 
ly true. I said ‘‘ the banks in reserve 
cities are to-day required to hold 12% 
per cent. of their deposits in cash. Of 
this, under the terms of the bill, only 
216 per cent. may be deposited with the 
new Federal reserve banks, and the re- 
maining 10 per cent. must be kept in 
lawful money in the vaults of the in- 
dividual banks. In the country banks | 
to-day the banks are required to hold | 
6 per cent. of their deposits in cash, 
but under the bill these banks must still 
retain 5 per cent. In their own vaults 
and only 1 per cent. (meaning, of course, 
only one of the 6 per cent. currently re-

Is this ‘‘ shameless,’’ ‘‘ gross,’’ ‘* more 
than amazing,”’ ‘“‘ insincere and discred- | 
itable,’”’ “fictitious and inspired’’? Or| 
has the proposed centralization of Gov- 
ernmental powers already reached the 
point where honest criticism of suggest- 
ed legislation is no longer to be toler- 
ated? 

Among other matters which the Hon. 
Carter Glass characterizes as ‘‘ prepos- 
terous,”” ‘‘simply astonishing,’ and 
‘“more than amazing ’’ is the assertion}

To reporters who saw him at the 
Navy Department Capt. Potts said that 
his future course had not yet been de- 
termined. He said he had not chosen 
any attorneys to represent him and did 
not Know whether he would go to the 
courts for redress or not. 

Capt. Potts assumed command of the 
Louisiana in June, but retained his resi- 


dence in this city. There to-day he 
received many old friewds, who ex- 
pressed their indignation at the action 
of the “plucking” board in retiring 
him while he was trying to comply 
with the order of the Secretary of the 
Navy to serve half the time of his 


grade as a condition precedent to pro- 
motion to the rank of Rear Admiral. 
Capt. Potts was entitled to promo- 
tion on March 26, when the retirement 
of Rear Admiral Merts for age created 
& vacancy. He had passed his physical 
and professional examination, but his 
promotion was held up by Secretary 
Daniels and an crder was promulgated 
that no officer could be promoted un- 
less he had spent half the time of his 
grade at sea. A nice legal point is in- 
voloved in this order.

Mr. Simmons said that there was no 
complete estimate as to the probable 
revenue production from the various 
schedules, but he thought that the Sen- 
ate bill would produce a few millions 
more than the House measure. The in- 
creases come chiefly from the tax on 
bananas and the additional duties on 
wine, spirits, and spurious wines.

ENLISTED FOR GOOD 


1,500 of Them, in 69th Regi- 
ment Armory, Promise to Do 
Their Duty as Citizens. 








CHEER “BIG BILL” EDWARDS 





He Gives a Talk and Asks Them to 
Help Keep Streets Clean—Organiz- 
ing Every Block Into a Company. 





There were fully 1,500 boys, ranging 
in age from 7 to 16 years, at the meet- 
ing last night in the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment Armory under the auspices of the 
Gramercy Neighborhood Association. 
They were all from the east side, many 
of them of foreign birth and most of 
them no doubt full of mischief. And 
yet for an hour and a half they were 
as orderly as ever they were in a 
schoolroom. Moving pictures were pro- 
vided for their amusement, and sand- 
wiched in between these pictures were 
addresses by ‘very earnest men, who 
told them how to become good citizens. 
“Big Bill’? Edwards, Street Cleaning 
Commissioner, was one of the speakers, 
and the nearest approach to a disturb- 
ance came when he appeared. The 
boys cheered and applauded him to the 
echo, 

When the meeting ended the boys gave 
one last cheer, and then crowded around 
Secretary S, Boyd Darling and other 
representatives of tne Gramercy Neigh- 
borhood Association to ask when they 
could come again. Each one raised his 
hand for permission before he asked a 
question. Major John E. Duffy of the 


Sixty-ninth, who has put aside all 
thought of other work for the past three 
days to enlist the youngsters, stood by 
mopping his forehead and chuckling. 

I tell you,” he said, ‘those little 
fellows haven't had a fair deal. But 
they are going to get one now.” 

The meeting last night was the out- 
come of a campaign planned recently by 
the association to demonstrate that 
the armories of the city could be used 
to advantage as_ recreation centres, 
where boys and later, perhaps, girls 
also could assemble to become better 
citizens. The work of enlisting the boys 
was begun less than a week ago, and 
already nearly 3,000 have membership 
;cards. The district covered includes the 
territory west of Fifth Avenue and 
bounded by Seventh and Twenty-eighth 
Streets. The People’s Institute has taken 
up the work also, and it is hoped shortly 
to have other armories opened. 

The Sixty-ninth Armory, which is at 
Lexington Avenue and MTwenty-sixth 
Street, was turned over gladly to the 
association by Col. Louis D. Conley, and 
he assigned five officers to help organize 
the boys. Major Duffy asked to be as- 
signed, and went right into the work. 

There will be plenty of work for the 
officers, for it is the intention to divide 
the boys into companies—a company to 
a block—and arouse a company spirit. 
Commanders and assistant commanders 
are to be elected, athletic teams organ- 
ized, and a series of contests held. ‘The 
preliminary meetings for the purpose of 
organizing will be held at 4:30 o'clock 
on Friday of this week, and on Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday of next week. 
The district has been divided into sec- 
tions, and each section has been allotted 
a day. Other meetings will be held 
throughout the Summer and also in the 
Fall and Winter. 

The boys turned in yesterday after- 
noon and helped arrange the chairs in 
the armory for the meeting. At § o'clock 
the 1,500 were seated in the gallery 
quietly waiting for things to begin. 

The. boys were told that they could 
take seats on the ground floor to hear 
Commissioner Edwards. ‘‘ Select your 
own seats,’’ was the daring order. The 
boys piled down from the gallery on the 


double quick, but without disorder. 
Three minutes later there was quiet 
again. 

“Tf we can instill into your minds 


some little thing which you will remem- 
ber when you get larger—not as large 
as I am perhaps—then we can feel we 
have done something for the city. Now 
I want you fellows to help us.” 

And the boys promised that they 
would, even when the Commissioner 
asked them to put banana peels in their 
pocket if they found them on the street 
and couldn’t find a rubbish can. 

The boys showed their patriotism, too, 
for at one time when the band began to 
play ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner,” they 
were on their feet like a flash. 

There were moving pictures of outdoor 
sports and of the Boy Scouts at work. 

‘“That’s what I like to see,’”’ said one 
of the youngsters; ‘‘ when they put love 
scenes on the film I goes to sleep.”’ 

Statistics collected by the People’s In- 
stitute show there are 36,009 children be- 
tween 6 and 14 years in the district cov- 
ered by the work. . Five city depart- 
ments are co-operating in the campaign, 


TO STOP RIVER JOY RIDES. 


Boldt Says That Was What Caused 
St. Lawrence Fatality. 


The motor boat which was demolished 
by Nathan Straus’s yacht Sisflina in 
the St. Lawrence near Cherry Island 
late on Sunday night belonged, it was 
learned yesterday, to George C. Boldt. 
Mr. Boldt, who came back to the Wal- 
dorf yesterday from a ten days’ stay 
at his place in the Thousand Islands, 
said the yacht was in no way at fault, 
so far as he could learn. Before leav- 
ing his country place he had a warrant 
issued for the arrest of Orrin Porter, 
the man who was running the boat. He 
says there have peén many cases of 
boatmen stealing their employer's craft 
and taking out joy-riding parties, and 


that he and the other members of the 
Summer colony have determined to 
break it up. 

Mr. Boldt did not know that anything 
1ad happened to his motor boat until 
his Italian laborers failed to appear for 
work on Monday morning. Inquiry 
showed that they had been marooned at 
Alexandria Bay ever since Sunday af- 
ternoon at 5 o'clock. 

‘“T had two boats, the Frost King and 
the Frost King II.,”" said Mr. Boldt. 
“The first had been used as a sort of 
ferryboat, to run errands and take care 
of the workmen’s and servants’ trips to 
the mainland, and when I was told that 
| this boat had too much work to do I 
got a second, for the use of the ser- 
vants alune, and turned the older boat 
over to the back farm. The man Orrin 
Porter had instructions to take the 
farm hands over to Alexandria Bay to 
do their shopping. 

“On Sunday the Italian workmen 
wanted to have a picnic, and the Super- 
intendent told Porter to take them to 
the island where this was to be held, 
and to bring them back home by 3d 
o'clock. 

“At that hour nobody appeared, and 
nobody knew what had become of the 
boat or workmen. On Monday morning 
they did not appear, and then we heard 
that they were waiting over at Alexan- 
dria Bay for a chance to get back. It 
developed that Porter had taken the 
party from the island late on Sunday 
afternoon, and landed them at Alexan- 
dria Bay. Then telling them that he 
would be back in a few minutes, he had 
gone off and taken a party from the 
Thousand Island House joy riding. He 
never turned up. 

“To my astonishment, the Justice of 
the Peace told me that Porter had taken 
the same party out on Friday night, and 
IT learned that the man had been in the 
habit of doing the same thing for some 
time. I had a warrant issued for his 
arrest. There has been an epidemic of 
this sort of thing: up there, and people 
are determined that it shall stop. or 
that reason an example will be made of 
Porter. 

“The Straus yacht blew her whistle, 
but the people on the motor boat were 
evidently having too: much fun to pay 
any attention. The boat was about five 
years old, and worth only $500 or $600, 
but she is a total wreck, having been 
cut into four pieces. Besides the one 
man who was drowned, several of the 
occupants of the boat were injured. 
People up there feel that there has been 
a lot too much of this joy riding going 
on, and the.charge against Porter wil 
be pressed. This is not the first time 
T have had & boat lost up there.” 














VIATOR KILLED. 


Lieut. Call Drops 1,000 Feet, Breaks 
Both Legs, and Dies Instantly.

HOUSTON, Texas, July 8.—Lieut. 
Loren H. Call of the Second Division, 
U. 8. A. Aero Squadron, dropped nearly 
1,000 feet at Texas City this morning 
and was instantly killed. More than 
200 soldiers watched the practice flight 
in which he was engaged. It is supposed 
that the aeroplane struck a current of 
warm air that tilted the machine, and 
the biplane, a six-cylinder Wright, came 
crashing to the earth. When the. ma- 
chine tilted Call was thrown forward 
off the seat, clutched the forward rail 
and, with his body swinging free, came 
down with the machine. When within 
a hundred feet of the ground his hands 
relaxed their hold and he fell clear of 
the biplane. 

He struck feet first, the impact break- 
ing both ankles and tearing open the 
right thigh. His chest was crushed 
and his skull was fractured. Death was 
instantaneous. 

Gen. Carter, in command of the Sec- 
ond Division, has appointed a board of 
inquiry to determine the cause of the 
accident. Only yesterday Lieut. Call 
made a flight of twenty-five miles in 
twenty-five minutes. He was born on 
June 30, 1888, and was appointed Second 
Lieutenant of Coast Artillery from Kan- 
sas on Sept. 25, 1909. He was promoted 
to a First Lieutenancy on July 10, 1911, 
and at his own request was assigned to 
aviation duty during the present year. 





Lieut. Call’s death makes a total of 
nine fatalities in the army and navy 
since experiments began with heavier- 
than-air machines in 1908. Hight of the 
fatalities occurred in the armv, while 
the navy has lost only one officer. 

The first commissioned officer of the 
Army to lose his life was Lieut. Thomas 
H. Selfridge of the Signal Corps on 
Sept. 17, 1908. He made a short flight 
about Fort Myer; Va.. with Orville 
Wright. Lieut. Selfridge was instantly 
killed and Wright was seriously in- 
jured. 


Lieut. George E. M. Kelly, the second 
army officer killed, was buried under 
the wreckage of his biplane at San An- 
tonio, Texas, on May 10, 1911. 

Lieut. Leghton W. Hazlehurst, Jr., of 
the Seventeenth Infantry. and Al 
Welsh, a professional aviator and in- 
structor, were killed at the Army Avia- 
tion School at College Park, Md., on 
June 11, 1912, while putting a new 
Wright machine through its final tests. 

Paul Peck, another instructor at the 
Army Aviation School in College Park, 
was killed in Chicago on Sept. 11, 1912, 
while attempting a flight in the face of 
a strong wind. 

The deaths of Lieut. L. C. Rockwell 
and Corporal Frank Scott on Sept. 28, 
1912, increased the list of army fatali- 
ties to five. 

Leut. Rex Chandler of the Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps lost his life on April 8, 
1913, when the hydro-aeroplane in which 
he and Lieut. Lewis H. Brereton were 
flying plunged into San Diego Bay. 
Lieut. Brereton was rescued from the 
water badly hurt. 

The seventh Army officer to lose his 
life was Lieut. Joseph D, Park, on May 
10, 1913, when the military biplane in 
which he Was flying crashed against a 
tree at Olive, Cal. 

The first fatality in the navy occurred 
on June 20 last, when a hydro-aero- 
plane in which were Lieut. John H. 
Towers and Ensign William D. Billings- 
ley collapsed while manoeuvring over 
Chesapeake Bay. As it dropped Bil- 
lingsley was thrown out headlong to 
his death. Lieut. Towers saved himself 
by clinging to one of the uprights be- 
tween thg planes when it struck the 
water, and was rescued by a launch.

LOSES $7,000, SEEKS DEATH. 





St. Louis Mail Carrier a Merchants’ 
Exchange Grain Speculator. 


SF. LOUIS, July 8.—H. Ww. 
Michael, a member of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, who resigned as mail 
carrier yesterday, to-day attempted 
to commit suicide because he had lost 
$7,000 in grain speculation. In his 
pocket were found letters stamped 


and addressed to President Wilson, 
Vice President Marshall, Speaker 
Clark, Gov. Major, Congressman 
Bartholdt, Eugene. Smith, Secretary 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, and all 
the St. Louis newspapers.

DENY HE’LL QUIT NEWHAVEN

BOSTON, July 8 —Resignation by 
Charles S. Mellen to-day of the Presi- 
Gency of the Boston & Maine Railroad 
is regarded here as a belated result of 
the long agitation against the New 
Haven’s control of the transportation 
line, covering a large part of Northern 


New England. At the same time he 
gave up the Presidency of the Maine 
Central road. 

To the Directors of the Boston & 


Maine road, at whose meeting the resig- 
nation was submitted, President Mellen 
Stated that in assuming the Presidency 
of the Boston & Maine and the Maine 
Central, in addition to loking after the 
New Haven’s other interests, he had 
taken upon himself ‘‘ more than one 
man could satisfactorily handle with 
justice to each.’’ His resignation was 
accepted, and the Directors’ will elect 
as his successor Morris McDonald, now 
Vice President and General Manager of 
the Maine Central. 

President Mellen’s opponents are nat- 
urally pleased at his retirement. Louis 
D. Brandeis, who has been counsel for 
interests opposed to the merger, com-l 
mented, however: 

“The action to-day is a step in the 
right direction, but it does not go far 
enough. The traveling public will 


plete severance of the control of the 
Boston & Maine and Maine Central hy 
the New Haven Road.’’ 

In New Haven circles it was stated 
that the retirement of Mr. Mellen meant 
Simply that he would hereafter devote 
his ful Itime to the affairs of the New 
Haven and its direct subsidiaries, and 
that Mr. McDonald would in all respects 
hande the Boston & Maine and Maine 
Central Railroads. 

Rumors that Mr, Mellen’s act was 
only preliminary to his resignation of 
the New Haven Presidency were em- 
phatically denied by the railroad’s rep- 
rensentatives. An official statement is- 


sued by the railroad said: 
“The change does not mean any |

Boston & Maine and the Maine Central 
by the New Haven, and Mr. Mellen

sible consequences. 
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Stocks Show Indifference to 
Current News — Further De- 
cline in Government Bonds. 





Wall Street still talked much yester- 
day of Monday’s bank failure at Pitts- 
burgh, but the incident seemed to have 
lost its effect ag an immediate adverse 
factor in the stock market. Prices had 
been very little disturbed on that day, 
and yesterday the movement was still 
less important. What the stock market 
showed above all else was indifference, 
and under the circumstances little more 
than that need be said of it. In a broad- 
er survey of the matter the discom- 
fiture of these banks in the Pittsburgh 
district cannot be so lightly dismissed 
from mind. Some of the very obvious 
lessons to be drawn from the fate which 
overtook a large national bank in a 
great industrial centre bear on past 
conditions and conditions which in the 
ordinary course of eyents are not likely 
to be duplicated in the near future, but 
this is by no means tantamount to say- 
ing that the incident will be without 
bearing on the immediate future. In 
one direction favorable influence may be 
exerted. In a period like the present 
this bank failure may well make for 
still greater conservatism and for an 
even wider recognition of the need of 
conserving resources, to the end that the 
period of readjustment through which 
the country is passing may run its 
course with a minimum of inconvenience 
The Secretary of the Treasury described 
the position of the unfortunate Pitts- 
burgh bank as a sporadic case of un- 
sound banking and as having no other 
significance. That that interpretation of 
the case was widely accepted as correct 
was indicated among other ways by the 
manner in which the news of the failure 
had been received by the stock market. 
It would not be surprising, however, it 
it should become a matter of debate in 
this instance, as it has in the case of 
some other banking failures in the past, 
whether the wiser course on the part 
of those charged with governmental 
supervision would not be to call a halt 
sooner than seems to have been done 
in this case. The inquiry seems to be 
pertinent, in view of the allegation that 
the capital and surplus, amounting to 
over $5,000,000, has been wiped out. 

The news that negotiations between 
the railroads and the representatives of 
the Conductors’ and Trainmen’s Unions 
had been broken off was received with 
the casual interest given to any routine 
announcements. In the light of the 
stand taken by the railroads such a 
breaking off of negotiations had all 
along been regarded as the natural se- 
quel to the strike vote of the men. 
There have been those who have hoped 
that this particular demand would bring 
to an issue the question whether the 
railroads are to go on indefinitely rais- 
ing wages first of one class of employes 
and then of another while all the time 
under prohibition against advancing 
their charges to the public. The finan- 
cial markets rather inconsistently are 
always hoping that an issue will be 
made, and as the time for action ap- 
proaches are always fearful of its pos- 
They are so divided 
now between hope and fear, but in this 
case the crisis has not yet been reached. 
The feeling prevailed in respect to some 
of the previous advances granted by 
the railways that their case in favor of 
higher rates would thereby be strength- 
ened, but no such view is given promi- 
sence now. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission has made it perfectly plain 
that it would not feel justified in per- 
mitting an increase in rates merely to 
permit the railroads in turn to increase 
wages if fair rates of Wages were al- 
ready being paid. The railroads hold 
that the wages being paid to the em- 
ployes who are new seeking an increase 
are not only fair to the men but in some 
cases excessive. The final action of the 
railways in this matter must be taken 
in the light of all the facts, and those 
facts include the plain meaning of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's for- 
mally expressed opinion in this matter 
of the relationship of rates to wages. 

Government bonds continued to come 
to the market for sale yesterday, and 
on the Stock Exchange a transaction 
was recorded in the 2s of 1930 at 99. 
Private sales of these bonds were made 
as low as 98% Among those who are 
now offering the bonds are some pri- 
vate holders who bought in the belief 
that the market for Government issues 
would always be broad enough to per- 
mit of quick sales at very slight, if 
any, concession in price. The market 
for the past two weeks has clearly been 
a very narrow one, and this condition 
cannot be expected to be changed ma- 
terially for the better until it is made 
plainer just how the existing low in- 
terest-bearing bonds of the Government 
will fare in the readjustment which is 
proposed in the currency bill. More and 
more people are coming to believe that 
the chances are decreasing for the pas- 
sage of the Administration’s currency 
bill at the present session. In this 
some dealers in Government bonds see 
a reason for expecting improvement in 
the market for these issues through the 
lifting, for a time at least, of the in- 
fluence which has been exerting pres- 
Sure against them. So long, however, 
as a radical readjustment of the Gov- 
ermment’s bonded debt is under discus-

An Open Market. 


If every brokerage house in the 
country were to decide against ac- 
cepting a certain man’s account it 
would still be the. easiest thing 
imaginable for him_to deal through 
the Stock Exchange. He might be 
an active customer for years with- 
cut ever appearing at the broker's 
office. It ts only necessary for any- 
one desirous of buying or selling 
stocks to employ an intermediary 
to hide his connection with the ac- 
count. A man who has figured very 
largely in some of the market move- 
ments in recent years would not be 
recognized if he were to enter the 
customers’ rooms of the houses 
through which he has been buying 
and selling. A young man in his em- 
ploy is down on the books as an ac- 
tive customer, but_ most of the or- 
ders are placed over the telephone 
by the principal, who gives his 
employe’s name. A brokerage house 
became convinced some time ago that 
it was handling business for a pros- 
perous bucketshop, and it started a 
quiet investigation. Its suspicions 
were partly confirmed, but the man 
in whose name the account stood, 
and who placed the orders was a 
reputable lawyer with a good prac- 
tice and no grounds could be found 
for declining his business, even if 
the house had been anxious to find 
such grounds.

No Frisco Dividend. 


Stockholders of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco were not greatly sur- 
prised yesterday to learn that the 
next quarterly dividend of 1 per cent. 
on the first preferred stock would 
not be paid. The receivers have 
the authority te pay dividends, but 
it is almost never exercised. _The 
receivers’ function is usually to bor- 
row money to pay current bills. As 
a rule they do not take the trouble 
to announce the passing of dividends. 
If the Court’s representatives in 
charge of the Frisco had continued 
the first preferred dividend it would 
have committed them to the pay- 
ment of interest’ on the 5 per cent. 
bonds when it falls due next Novem- 
ber.

Lamar and the Exchange. 

The Committee on Business Con- 
duct, established by the Stock Ex- 
change a few months ago to look af- 
ter breaches of trading ethics, has 
been watching the Senate Lobby 
Committee's investigation of Lamar 
and Lauterbach very closely. The 
Stock Exchange cannot take any ac- 
tion against Lamar, of courde, but 
if he has had any dealings with mem- 
bers of the Exchange in anticipation 
of the Stanley investigation, or the 
Union Pacific attack the “ police 
committee,’’ will do all in its power to 
aid the investigators in establishinig 
that fact. Morever, it is likely to ex- 
tend a hint to brokerage houses that 
they had better decline Lamar’s 
business in future.

No Life in Commercial Paper. 


Commercial paper has not acted thus 
far into July in accordance with pre- 
dictions made by brokers recently. The 
opinion of many of them was that the 
banks would buy notes in fair quantity 
after funds distributed in payment of 
July interest and dividends had been 
redeposited. The banks have not yet 
made any sign of vigorously entering 
the market. On the contrary, it was 
said yesterday that business had been 
duller this week, if anything, than in 
the closing week of June. The re- 
sumption of gold exports and renewed 
hostilities in the Balkans were believed 
by paper brokers to have caused the 
banks to hold back unitil the threatened 
perils to the money situation should 
be removed. The discount rate of 6 
per cent., which has been monoton- 
oushly quoted for many weeks, con- 
tinues as the nominal figure for practi- 
cally all periods. The banks, however, 
are considering the rate entirely sec- 
ondary to the quality and maturity of 
notes presented, and transactions were 
reported yesterday at a fraction below 
6 per cent. The paper sold was of ex- 
actly the quality and maturity that the 
purchasing bank was looking for, pay- 
ment coming due in the early Fall.

Market Irritates Brokers. 

The abnormally small business done 
in stocks in the fourth hour of yester- 
day’s session was considered by 
brokers and traders alike with a feel- 
ing apprpaching disgust.

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BANKPLEDGES FOR DEPOSITS 


New Rule Gives Greater Value to 
Bonds Offered for Postal Funds. 


New rules recently promulgated by 
the Board ‘of Trustees of the United 
States Postal, Savings system modify 
the requirements in respect to bonds 
pledged hy banks ‘to secure deposits of 
postal savings money, State bonds and 
bonds of the Territory of Hawait for- 
merly accepted by the postal trustees at 
90 per cent. of their market value, not 
exceeding par, will now be accepted at 
their full market value not in excess 
of par. City, town, county, and other 


municipal bonds fotmerly grouped in 
a single class and accepted at 75 per 
cent. of their market value, not exceed- 
ing par, have been divided into two 
classes, Acceptable bonds of this class 
issued by cities of 30,000 inhabitants 
or more, as classified by the census, 
will be accepted at 90 per cent. of their 
market value, not in excess of par, and 
other bonds under this general head as 
herteofore, at 75 per cent. 

These rulings widen the difference be- 
tween the requirements of the Postal 
Savings Board in respect to bond se- 
curity and those of the Treasury De- 
artment. Under the ruling of the lat- 
er all State, county, and city bonds 
pledged as security for United States 
deposits are accepted at only 75 per 
cent. of their market value. Thus many 
bonds of this class are accepted at a 
smaller prapertion of their actual value 
when offered as security for United 
States deposits than when offered as 
security for deposits of the postal sav- 
ings system. 


PEACE ON BOSTON ROADS. 


Elevated Railway Employes’ Com- 
plaints to be Adjusted. 


BOSTON, July 8.—A threatened strike 
of street car men on the system of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company was 
averted late to-day. An agreement 
was reached on a method of arbitra- 
tion. James L. Richards for the com- 
pany and James H. Vahey, counsel to 


the union, were delegated to select a 
third arbitrator to act with two others, 
one. being named by each side. 

It was on the manner of choosing 
the third member that the strike hinged, 
an agreement made a year ago giving 
to the Mayor the power to select that 
official having proved unsatisfactory to 
the union. 

The men ask-for increased wages and 
improved working conditions, The com- 
pany has offered to compromise. The 
union had voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of a strike when a committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce brought the 
disputants together to-day.

EXPLAINS FOR PACIFIC GAS. 


Dividend Suspension Only to Con- 
serve Capital for Great Work. 


John A. Britto&, Vice President and 
general manager of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company, says that the omis- 
sion of the usual quarterly dividend of 
1% per cent. of the $32,000,000 of com- 
mon stock was not due to insufficient 


earnings, but to a decision to conserve 
all of the available capital to finance 
the Lake Spaulding development in the 
Sierras. 

‘““Our record for the six months ended 
June 30 indicates an increase in gross 
earnings of $1,500,000, and in net of 
$400,000,"" he said. ‘‘ The Lake Spauld- 
ing development, which embraces an in- 
stallation aggregating 166,000 horse now- 
er, has cost up to June 30 $4,500,000, and 
an additional $3,500,000 will be required 
this year to complete it. It is thought 
that stockholders can wait for the added 
returns, which are bound to come from 
this great work.”’ 


GOLD BARS GOING OUT. 


$2,000,000 More for Paris—Bars 
Getting Scarce. 


The outflow of gold bars from this 
centre will be increased to-day by the 





shipment of an additional 2,000,000 
fromr the lecal Assay Office. This 
money, like the $3,000,000 sent on the 


Kronprinzessin Cecilie, is destined for 
Paris, making a total of $40,000,000 
taken by that city since the opening of 
this year. 

The stock of gold bars at the Assay 
Office is limiteg, and if the present 
movement reaches the proportions of 
the preceding shipments it may be nec- 
for the foreign banks to take 
gold coin. 


BUY WESTINGHOUSE NOTES. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Take $3,250,000 
to Clear Off Issue Due Aug. 1. 


The Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing Company has sold to Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. an issue of $3,250,000 of two- 
year 6 per cent. notes, to retire a like 
amount of the $4,000,000 issue which 
matures on Aug. 1 next. The balance 
will be paid off from cash now in the 
company’s treasury. Since April 1 the 
company has reduced its obligations by 
$1,500,000. 

The new notes are to be offered to 
holders of the maturing issue in ex- 
change, and the balance not taken by 
the present holders will be offered for 
subscription at a price around 99. 


CATCH SHORT MEASURE. 


Merchants Have to Find New Boxes 
for Washington Cherries. 


Commissioner Walsh, with Inspectors 
from the Bureau of. Weights and Meas- 
ures, went yesterday to Pier 20, North 
River, where they seized a consignment 
of 3,000 quart boxes of cherries sent to 
commission merchants here from the 
State of Washington. The seizure was 
made on the information that the boxes 
in which the cherries were carried were 
short measure. The Commissioner found 
that the boxes averaged 53 cubic inches, 
while the law requires a measurement 
of 67.2 inches, allowing for a shrinkage 
of 10 inches. 

The Commissioner and his men 
dumped all of the cherries out of the 
original boxes, and the merchants to 
whom the cherries were consigned put 
-their employes at work packing the fruit 
in boxes of the proper size. 

There is another consignment of cher- 
ries due from Washington this morning, 
and Commissioner Walsh and his In- 
spectors will visit the pier again and 
make another’ inspection, and if the 
boxes measure short the same action 
will be taken.

WHEAT. 


The wheat market appears to be confronted 
by two strongly opposing factors, On the 
cne side is the heavy movement comprised 
of cteadily increasing receipts of new-crop 
wheat, as well as a surprisingly liberal move- 
ment of old wheat, especially in the North- 
west. On the other is a growing demand 
from abroad, with liberal export sales. This 
latter feature indicates a strong commercial 
position, with plenty of wheat for sale and 
a good demand, but during yesterday’s ses- 
sion prices were lower under pressure of sup- 
plies, closing at a net loss of 4%4@%c. The 
Government report’ will be issued after the 
close of the market this afternoon. Prices 
abroad were steady, and the foreign markets 
are being influenced by the political sit- 
uation and some less favorable reports 
regarding the foreign crop outlook.

SPEEDING AUTOISTS 


Unusually Bad ‘‘Trap’’ Reported 
in Camillus, N. Y.—Other 
‘Notes of Motordom. 








Motorists who expect to find 
themselves’ in the neighborhood of 
Syracuse had best beware of speed 
traps. The Automobile Club of. Utica 
reports that on the trunk line route 
from Syracuse to Rochester, at Camillus, 
a trap of the worst kind is in opera- 
tion. The authorities have been 
greatly annoyed with automobile 
speeding since the completion of some 
paving work in the town of Camillus 
and they are, therefore, not only en- 
forcing the speed limit of 20 miles 
an hour rigidly at present, but also 
have put a wire across the road to 
apprehend those who exceed the 
limit.

CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


The third Philippine Legislature, 1918, at 
{ts special session, appropriated $2,708,351 
gold for public works, permanent improve- 
ments, and. educational purposes. About 
one-half goes for public roads, particularly 
for extending the present system of trunk 
lines and subsidiary roads in the Provinces 
of Mindoro, Palawan, and SBatanes, For 
this work, $1,053,600 has been allotted. This 
sum also includes $250,000 for drilling ar- 
tesian wells, constructing water-supply sys- 
tems, and cisterns where artesian wells can 
not be sunk, the municipalities being 
obliged to pay one-third of the cost of 
these works. The Bureau of Navigation has 
been allotted $367,500 for a _ sea-going 
dredge to cost $200,000, the balance ta be 
employed in harbor improvements in Iloilo 
and other minor ports. At Lloilo, the sec- 
ond most important shipping port in the 
Philippines, a concrete wharf will be con- 
structed to accommodate the steadily in- 
creasing traffic. The University of the 
Philippines is to have a specially constructed 
building for laboratory purposes, for which 
$150,000 gold has been appropriated. The 
Philippine School of Arts and Trades {fs to 
have additional equipment, valued at $137,000. 
In connection with the construction of new 
buildings for centra) and intermediate schools 
the Government has allotted $75,000.

Dress Goods Season to be Late. 

It was said yesterday in the Worth 
Street dry goods district that the Spring 
1914 dress goods openings would be late 
this year. It is believed that leading 
manufacturers will defer quoting prices 


at least thirty days. Some mills will 
probably not name prices for several 
weeks. Local selling agents have been 
advised that the jobbers will not be 
ready to place Spring orders for some 
time, and they say that tariff complica- 
tions will make it hard to name prices 
that will remain evén fairly steady dur- 
ing the next season. Duplicate orders 
are being booked for Fall delivery, but 
they are small and show clearly that 
merchants are buying cautiously.

Wheat Exports Increase. 

Exports of wheat from the Port of 
New York last week totaled 650,555 
bushels, a gain of nearly 300,000 bush- 
els over the previous week. Beef ex- 
ports, however, were slightly under 
those of the week before; there were 579 
barrels and 261 tierces shipped. Accord- 
ing to figures issued yesterday at the 


local Custom House, éxports, exclusive 
of specie, for the week ending July 5, 
equaled $11,776,681, against $14,021,601 for 
the previous week and $9,939,416 for 
the corresponding week of 1912. The 
valuation of the present year’s exports 
to date is $489,358,782, against $435,288, - 
569: for the same period last year. Ex- 
ports to England led last week, their 
valuation being $2,280,048.

Anthracite Coal Demand Light. 

The anthracite mines started up Mon- 
day after:a holiday shutdown which 
embraced two working days and re- 
duced last week’s output fully one-third. 
Partly as a result of this idleness and 
partly owing to orders carried over from 
June, there is little likelihood that any 
of the producers will practice voluntary 
reduction during the first half of July 
at least. Current demand is light in this 
vicinity, but all operating interests have 
unfilled business on their. books. .In 


some sections of the line territory deal- 
ers are still asking for tonnage in fair 
volume. ‘The Coal Tarde Journal will 
say to-day that the bituminous supply 
at local shipping ports has been more 
restricted during the past week, though 
there has been little change in spot 
prices. The lessened receipts have been 
observed chiefly in coals from Northern 
West Virginia, which reached’tidewater 
over roads handling the bulk of, the -pas- 
senger traffic incidental to the Gettys- 
burg reunion.

City to Buy Cemetery Property. 


The route of the proposed extension 
of the Eastern Parkway through Cy- 


press Hills Cemetery will be brought 
before the Board of Estimate for adop- 
tion to-morrow. 

There is no definite settlement yet as 
to the compensation, although the Cy- 
press Hills trustees, who have all along 
asked $1 per square foot, have shown a 
disposition to compromise in the matter, 
and their latest tentative offer was be- 
tween 50 and 60 cents per square foot. 
As about 270,000 square feet of the road- 
Way goes through Cypress Hills Ceme- 
tery, this would make the price $135,000. 

The trustees of the Mount Carmel 
Cemetery have all along refused to 
make any definite offer to the city for 
the 135,000 square feet that will be 
taken from a corner of their grounds. 

The new route, as laid out, is a wind- 
ing one, and ornamental bridges and 
viaducts will be used in passing over 
the valley. The highway will be 100 
feet in width and form the great pleas- 
ure driveway between Brooklyn and 
Forest Park, larger than Prospect Park. 
It Will pass through Forest Park, and 
then by Hillside Avenue through the 
villages of Jamaica, Hollis, and Queens, 
to the Nassau County line. It is said 
that, if an agreement is reached by 
the cemetery authorities this Summer, 
the actual work of construction can be 
begun before next Fall.

Her decks were thronged | 
with frightened passengers, while | 
crowds along the Astoria shore looked | 
on anxiously, expecting momentarily | 
to see the barge go on the rocks, 

The Rev. W. E. Bentley is rector of 
the Church of the Ascension, and with 
the excursionists he boarded the barge 
at the foot of Noble Street, Greenpoint, 
early vesterday morning bound for Glen 


Island. Capt. James McPhillips was in 
command of the tug William McAllister, 
which took the barge in tow. All went} 
well until the tug and the barge got | 
off Eighty-sixth Street, 

Aided by a swift tide, which was rac- 
ing along in the direction of the Sound, 
the excursion boat had made good head- 
way, when the big whistle of the steam- 
ship Massachusetts, from Boston to New | 
York, gave warning that she was round- 
ing Hallet’s Point on her way through , 
Hell Gate to the East River. The tug | 
slackened speed, and attempted to swing | 
inshore to give the Massachusetts a, 
wide berth, and then the trouble oegan. | 

Swept along by the tide the big excur- | 
sion barge did not follow the tug, but | 
drifted ahead and was going up through | 
Hell Gate stern first. In vain the tug 
tried to hold it back. The Massachu- 
setts went through, and then, having an 








open way, the barge drifted into the 
most turbulent currents. By a narrow 
margin it escaped striking on Mill 


Rock, and next dt made a dash at the 
big Government dredge which is blast- 
ing at Flood Rock, and again escaped 
with a margin of inches. 

Straightening out for the channel, tne 
barge went up into Hell Gate, rounding 
Hallet’s Point and bearing away for 
the Nigger Point Reef, which juts out 
from Ward's Island. Again fortune was 
with the excursionists, as the barge did 
not strike. All this time the tug was 

uffing on behind, doing its best to keep 
faught the big towing hauser, and Capt. 
McPhillips sought by this means to 
guide the runaway. Swirling around 
through the ranids the barge then took 
in the whirlpools in upner Hell Gate, 
and, still going stern first, she finally 
passed Scaly Rock, which is near the 
Astoria shore, and on the upper side 
of which a big pier is being built ‘for the 
New York Connecting Railway.
